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Sestata HE authors of the General Didionary, hifforical 
i Fr I and critical, as it is called, not being able to an- 
bs T ee {wer the arguments offered in my letter, print- 
Meeten™) ed in your 171 ft Journal of the sth of April 
laft, have, in their anfwer, inferted in a daily 
paper the 18th following, for the moft part mifreprefent- 
edmy objections, or invented falfehoods, in order to ob- 
viate them. 
. In afierting, that my letter is a critique on their firft oum- 
‘ber, they advance a dire& falfehood: tor it has for its ob- 
ject their propofals and /pecimen only. This therauthors of 
the General Dictionary could not but know, if they read my 
etter ; wherein not one word is mentioned of any part of 
their pertormance as publifhed. But this talfity was ne-

Indecd, if leaving out a material paffuge, or 
adding a grofs blunder; makes them not cran{cripts, 1ome 
of them muft be ftruck out of this ft: as that ot AnBa- 
sa, Where her brothers revfon for marrying her to )- FF aR, 
(namely, to give that favourite admittance to te Haram,) 
is omitted ; and that of ABpatza, fon-of 4/1, wire the 
words, ** who was the husbaid of Favima the daughter 
** of Manomer,” (which make a grof, blunder) are infert- 
ed: tor Appacven, the Knaciran Axi’ fon, was killd at 
the battle of Kervela ; neither could a fon of Ati reaton- 
ably be fuppotcd to have lived to the 137th year of the 
Mefjrah. 

What tempted the‘e authors to affert {uch a hardy falfe- 
hood as this, was, perhaps, their having fupprefs'd the au- 
thors names ia the above articles; by which artifice they 
imagined their falfhood and playiarifm (another great lite- 
rary crime) would pals uadifcovercd. But having thus 
deteCted them, ‘* 1 cannot forbear cbferving by the way, 
“ (ro turn their own expreffions upon them) the little cre- 
“ dit writers deferve, who dare to advance fuch glaring 
* untruths.” 

Their /pecimen annexed to the propofals was fo much 
fearitier every way than the [rench copy of Bayle, that | 
computed, it they publifhea bur fix volumes, as they pro- 
potted, Bayle wou'd take up five of them, So that it was 
no falfhood (as they pretend) to-sffirm, that their additions

As to what they objeét of my partiality in favour of 
the other tranflation of Bayle, it is another mifiepredenta- 
tion of my letter: for I am concern’d for it there only as it 
was cheaper than the General Difiomary, which appeared 
to me to bea great impotition. However, this I thall fay, 
that fuppofing that tranflation was as faulty as they would 
reprefent it, methinks it ill becomes them to be {0 read 
at finding faults, who have themfelves publithed a oerk 
vaftly more faulty in all refpeéts. For tho” they have 
marked but one tingle faule, (if it be a fault) in their er- 
rata at the end of the Preface, I will undertake to find 
more, and greater e:rors in two pages of their firft num- 
ber, than are contain’d in their Specimen of errors. The 
pages I fhall inftance are the 11th and 36th; if they defire 
it, | will name another duplicate or two of pages inftead 
of them. Ia fhort; 1 queftion if ever theie was a book 
printed in England, of the fame number of fheets, fo full 
of grois errors and blunders.
